This same Republican paitv pre- 
tends to be the champiou ot civil lib- 
eity, when not very many jears ago 
they undertook to control the elec- 
tions in Keutucky by bayonets, when 
the miliary offered to say who should 
and who should not go upon the poll 
books aud when hundreds and thous- 
ands 01 men were d riven away (run 
the polls at Kepublican suggestion 
and relu-ed the right of sull'rage, and 
many of those peoplo who are loudest 
in their demands tor what they call 
civil liberty, were the men who not 
only participated in these scenes of 
disorder but upheld and defended 
them as a course necessary to protect 
ttie lights of tho people of 



leadership of Mr. Yerkes parades It- 
self before the people < f Kentucky as 
the defender of civil liberty, to loo 

ito both their past aud present pur- 
poses aud also to examine thoroughly 

he foundation on which they base 
ihey caii civil liberty. 

This crv of civil liberty ii baaed up 
>n a pretended otjectlon to what is 
kuown as the Goebel Law, and lel- 
low-citizeus, in so far as the tioebel 
Law it concerned— for which Mr. 
Goebel was not really responsible— I 
am perfectly frank to sav that in en- 
actment vi«i mistake; that whether 
the law was right or wrong the con- 
dition of the public mind in Kentuckv 

receive such legislation. 

But iu the operatiou of the Goebel 
law, it has been shown that while it i- 
not worse than that ot some other 
States, notably that of Ohio and Vir- 
ginia, yet It does give what the ma- 
jority of toe best men in Kentucky 
think is due to political oppoueuts aud 
that its provisions are liable und.< 
unprincipled and designing men to b 
used for selfish purposes. Nobod' 
saw this quicker or knew it better 
than Mr. Goebel himaelr. I was with 
him certainly not more than fifteen 
minutes before he received the fatal 
shot— having gone to confer with him 
about the order of argument which 
was that mornitig to begin before the 
contest boards. In discussing the po- 
litical situation, I tbeu urged upon 
him, so soou as he should be declared 
(iovernor, the necessity and import, 
ance, in my opinion, of couvoulng 
the Legislature and making such 
amendments to the Goebel L»w »,• 
experience and discussion had shown 
were necessary to the harmony of tho 
Democratic patty in Kentucky. 

Mr. Goebel frankly conceded all 
that I had said aud assured me that in 
a very shott time after ho was in 
mated as Oovcrnor he purposed and 
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For a few days only.

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Therefore, fellow-citizens , in dis- 
cussing the Stale issues, I do not 
mean in any way to lessen or mini- 
mize the dangers which beset this 
country through Republican domina- 
tion, nor the necessity lor the people 
to arise and destroy this new doc- 
trine and these new interpretations of 
the constitution, which, at I said be- 
fore, mean the destruction of liberty . 

The Republican party in Kentucky 



has always called forth tho best and 
n iblcst that was in man | but the cry 
of liberty, lobe entitled lo respect 
ought to be sincere and real and hon- 
otherwise it cannot excite either 
approval Or the enthusiastic rap. 
of those in whose behalf it is 
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icople of Kentucky 
o support a party which certainly 
u the last forty years, from the Ken* 
ucky standpoint , has not boon the 
iefender of liberty, insisting that one 
issue and one alone must ho consider- 
ed and discussed and that is their cry 
for civil liberty. 

Iu order to uuderstaud the plans 
and purpoies of a party , it is usees- 
sary to examine into the objects they 
have aud the designs they may have 
for making an appeal to either na- 
tions or states, and we have a right 
therefore, wheu this party under the 



Legislature, one of the ot jecis 
which should be to remove fiotu t 
Cloebel Law tho objections, which hi 
been so strenuously urged against it 
bv the paople of the State; and I have 
no doubt that, had he lived, he would 
have carried out this iutention and 
this 'declaration, but Mr. (iocbel has 
been killed— murdered atrociously. 

The Democratic party in this State 
has always been a party that demand- 
ed fairness and justness and honetty 
not only iu elections but in all public 
affairs. 
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the Legislature during the pendency 
of legislation in regard to that law 
and urged upon the lew people with 
whom I had personal relations and 
poatibly might have personal iullti- 
euce, to vote against its enactment 
and while not pretending to be wise! 
than other people, I theu foresaw tin 
opposition which it would arouse 
among tho thinking men of the Stato. 

Whatever else may be said about 
the Democratic party, whatever may 
be said that is unkind or ungenerous 
about the people of Kentucky, nobody 
questions either the physical or m 
courage of the people ol the State of 
Kentucky and when the people ol ihi 

ttiile the utterance of their ennvic 
tiont or their protest against that 
which they believe wrong. 

There were moving causes behind 
this clamor against the Goebel Law. 
It was direc.nd by men who wore 
shrewd em ugh and smart enough 
utilize the patriotism ami courago of 
many ol tho beet HMD la Kentucky 
opposition to tills Goebel Law and 
cause them to sever tho alliliations 
long years and to soparato themselves 
temporarily Irom the Democratic par- 
ty iu which thev so Irmly believed 
aud lor which they had always made 
true. i and most stubborn defense. 

The Democratic party, in a manly, 
straightforward aid patriotic way, 
has called the legislature together to 
consider this question of the election 
law and to provide a law which, ai 
least to lair aud just thinking men 
will be as uupartisau as such election 
laws usually are.

Then we have had governors 
like, Wlckliffe, and Clark, and Scott, 
^stid Crittenden, and Helm, and Stev- 
enson, and that noble philanthropist, 
Blackburn. These, have all filled with 
diitiuguiahed merit the high position 
of Chief Executive of Kentucky. We 
have never had but two Republi 
Governors ; W. O. Bradley aud W. 8. 
Taylor, and I submit tellow-citizinri 
in all fairiies that those tvo rank at 
the tail end of all tlie men who have 
ever occupied this poMtiou- Taylor 
would of course, be the tail end man 
and Bradley ju.t behind. Bradley 
begun his career by summoning the 
militia of the State to surround 
State House and thereby te intimidate 
ambers Irom the discbarge of 
laties; with bayonet at the gate 
L e required all who had business in 
e executive buildings of the State 
f Kentucky to exhibit passes, and 
thus by his use of the militia degrad- 
ing the character and dignity of the 
great office to which by the vote* of 
tne people he had been called. Iu the 
darkness a d stillness of the night 
soldiers were rushed from their armo- 
ry and stationed about tho capitol 
grouuda to protect somebody who 
said they were afraid, and it is gen- 
erally known that the only person 
who was really afraid was Governor 
Bradley. This was the begiunlng of 
^•fthe Republican rule in Kentucky. 
In 1865 6 tho people bad been sub- 
j- eieti to the discipline of the bayonet, 
•><>< under the long line «f Democratic 
Governors and for tbiitv years no- 
body had been so alarmed as to feel 
i.'iat the presence ot tho militia wai. 
necessary to protect anybody from 
danger, and no other governor ever 
found it requisite to take possession 
of the Capital ground* „„,, issue pass- 
es to judges, legislators, lawyers and 
other eittaens iu the dischargo ot their 



nnieers under men like Lewis, Allen, 
Graves, Hickman, Simpson and 
Meade, resolved to delend their pool- 
Hon with uncot quei able courage and 
with their wonderful aim they killed 
all the British artiilei i*ts and drove 
the cannon from the field, and when 
I'roetor saw that he could not capture 
them without extraordinary ascraficc 
ot life he made use of Gen. Winches- 
ter, who ii ad been in command ol 
these troops but had beeu captured, 
to secure theii suarender. They Anal- 
ly surrendered upon the faith of a 
pledge of a British soldier, that they 
would have a guard of British sol- 
diers , that their side arms would be 
retained, and that their wounded, in 
all about one hundred, should be car- 
ried to a place of safety where thev 
would receive prompt and efficient 
treatment. Proctor basely 
left these Kentuckians with their 
wounded and sick for the mercy of 
the savages, who relent'essly tommy- 
hawked many of the able bodied and 
all of the sick and wounded a* well 
as burned up the house in which the 
wouudeu were. This outrage pro- 
duced a cry of horror throughout the 
whole Commonwealth of Keniucky . 
Three hundred and seventy slain was 
Kentucky's contribution to this fear- 
ful it.degv. Shortly atter 'his Shel- 
by became Governor. A little while 
before Gen. Hull had basely surren- 
dered Dot riot with a large number of 
American soldiors together with a
